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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Reciting foot pedal in claim 1 creates new issues requiring further consideration and search, including new 
combinaitons in the dependent claims . 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that McHArdy fails to teach 
sensing incrementally the angular relationship of the rotary input device and relating that to the angular output of the motor. The examiner 
disagrees. McHardy teaches digitally encoding a signal from the hand crank reresenting its rotational position and inputs that value to a 
controller that sends a proportional signal to the motor. Therefore, the incremental and proportion control claimed is believed to be met.. 

Applicant also argues that it would not have been obvious to use foot pedals rather than hand cranks to control drive, because a 
wheelchair user would not have adequate leg function. The examiner disagrees. McHardy teaches the use of the hand crank for users 
with limited arm control and strength. Part of the advantage of the crank system is to provide exercise and to not allow wild control of the 
vehicle (movement of the chair stops when crank operation stops). Also, not every user of a wheelchair is incapable of leg movement. 
There are degrees of impairment. A foot operated crank would allow substantial exercise of the lower extremities for a user with some 
lower body strength and would be advantageous for those without upper limbs or without function in the upper limbs. Therefore, it is 
believed that use of foot pedals in place of hand cranks is an obvous variation not taught away from by McHardy. 
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
